Response to Amendment 

1 . The Amendment filed on 09/22/2009 has been received and made of record. Claims 1 and 8 
have been amended and Claims 3 and 9-1 1 have been cancelled. Claims 1-2 and 4-8 are 
pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to independent claim 1 , the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an image pickup 
device comprising a user interface unit that allows a user to adjust the additional color 
detection range on a two dimensional color space that is represented by a red and a green 
direction, and in combination with other elements. 

As to independent claim 8, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a white balance 
processing method for an image pickup device, comprising providing a user interface unit to 
allow a user to adjust the additional color detection range on a two dimensional color space 
that is represented by a red and a green direction, and in combination with other elements. 

As to claims 2 and 4-7, these claims are dependent upon allowable independent claim 1, 
and are thus also considered allowable over the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
